Mr. Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  sanitary 
conditions  and  the  state  of  the  public  health  in  the  Builth  Rural  District 
during  the  year  1966. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  report  I have 
endeavoured  to  deal  briefly  with  all  matters  within  my  responsibility  regarding 
public  health  and  preventive  medicine  and  I have  included  comments  on  all  the 
subjects  specifically  requested  in  Circular  1/67  (Wales)  by  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health.

Public  Health  Officers.  Mr  J.C. Bowen  remained  as  your  Public  Health  Inspector 

Mr  C.R. Morgan  commenced  as  additional  P.H.I.  on 
1st  September,  1965,  but  terminated  his  employment  on  31st  December  19^5 • 

Laboratory  Facilities. 


During  the  year  laboratory  facilities  were  available  at  Cardiff,  Newport, 
Carmarthen,  Swansea,  Aberystwyth,  Brecon  and  Shrewsbury,  /ill  water  and  milk 
supplies  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  the  County  at  Carmarthen  , 
whilst  any  investigation  required  in  the  control  of  infectious  diseases  was 
performed  by  the  same  laboratory.  Owing  to  the  discontinuance  of  the  rail  service 
between  Builth  Road  and  Carmarthen,  samples  are  now  taken  by  car. 

The  laboratory  at  Shrewsbury  was  also  available  during  the  year. 

Nursing  and  other  facilities. 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  the  ambulance  and 
home  nursing  services.  The  County  also  administers  the  maternity  and  child  welfare 
clinics  where  treatment  is  available  for  minor  ailments,  dental,  eye  and 
orthopedic  defects.  Immunisation  against  diptheria  is  also  carried  out  at  these 
clinics. 

Hospitals. 


The  hospital  needs  of  the  residents  of  the  district  for  all  diseases  apart 
from  infectious  diseases,  are  provided  by  the  Builth  Hospital.  The  arrangement 
for  the  treatment  of  infectious  diseases  remain  the  same  as  in  the  previous  years. 
Merthyr  Borough  Council  treat  the  patients  from  the  district  suffering  from 
infectious  diseases  and  these  are  conveyed  to  Merthyr  in  ambulances  maintained 
by  Merthyr  Borough  Council.  These  arrangements  are  proving  extremely  satisfactory. 

For  the  treatment  of  cases  of  smallpox  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the 
Welsh  Board  of  Health  for  beds  to  be  available  at  the  Penrhys  Hospital,  Rhondda. 

Section  3»  -Sanitary  Circumstances. 

Water  Supplies.  Water  supplies  to  the  district  are  now  administered  by  the  Builth 
and  District  Water  Board. 

During  the  year  13  properties  were  connected  to  the  mains  for  the  first  time.

^he  number  of  samples  from  public  supplies  sent  for  bacteriological  examinatior 
was  56.  Of  these  47  were  reported  as  satisfactory  and  9 unsatisfactory.  In  addition  11 
samples  were  taken  from  private  sources  and  private  proposed  supplies.  Three  were  reported 
as  satisfactory  and  8 as  unsatisfactory,  was  given. 

There  was  a steady  demand  for  the  sampling  of  proposed  farm  supplies  comprising 
improvement  schemes  under  the  Hill  Faming  Act,  1946,  and  a considerable  amount  of  advice  on 
selection  and  protection  of  various  proposed  schemes

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

During  the  year  the  work  on  the  Garth  sewerage  system  was  completed.  This 
means  that  all  the  major  villages  now  have  main  sewerage.  The  maj°r  scheme, 
involving  Builth  Urban,  part  of  Colwyn  R.D.  and  the  Oaklands  district  of  Builth 
R.D,  will  commence  early  in  1967.  Birmingham  Corporation  are  installing  an 
electrically  operated  sewerage  works  at  Elan  Village  to  replace  the  existing. 

I would  here  like  to  recommend  for  your  consideration  the  purchasing  of 
a cesspool  emptying  vehicle,  the  use  of  which  is  proving  very  satisfactory  in 
an^d joining  district.

A further  11k  samples  were  taken  for  Brucella  Abortus. 

Since  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Milk  & Dairies  Act,  1944,  the  Council  is 
left  with  the  registration  and  supervision  of  distributors. 

During  the  year  milk  samples  indicated  that  the  herd  in  a farm  at  Llanafan 
was  infected  with  Brucella  .abortus.  As  a result  the  sale  of  milk  was  stopped 
and  an  alternative  supply  for  retail  was  obtained  from  the  Creamery  at  Builth. 
This  infected  milk  was  a school  supply.  This  supply  was  kept  underobservation 
and  the  restriction  remained  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  herd  was 
sampled  on  five  occasions.
